Some months back, at Hyde 
Park, the President sought to 
forestall further questioning on 
bis third term Intentions by tell­ 
ing reporters that he would make 
his announcement at a time of his 
own choosing, not the time set by 
the press or political leaders. 
Should he announce his retire­ 
ment at this late date it unques­ 
tionably would throw the Demo­ 
cratic party into something akin 
to confusion, although Mr. Roose­ 
v elt would be expected to attempt 
to dictate his own successor in 
such an ev ent. 
New Deal leaders momentarily 
withheld public observ ations on 
the Willkie candidacy and all of 
the Republicans were in Phila­ 
delphia. 
Willkie’s nomination left many 
key men in the Roosev elt admin­ 
istration silent.

NEW YORK, J une 28 — The 
stock market boomed at the open­ 
ing today on the Republican nom­ 
ination of Wendell L. Willkie for 
the presidency.

Big blocks were taken at the start, 
notably in the utility stocks.

drainage division of the iris about 
every three years, and removal of 
the diseased parts as soon as they 
are noticed are the best means of 
control. 
If infection still persists 
dip infected roots in corrosive sub­ 
limate, one ounce to 8 or IO gallons 
of water, after cutting out rotted 
parts. 
Replant the roots in new 
places. 
QUESTION: 
Would you please 
tell me what is wrong with my 
lilies? 
They rust a t the bottom 


by dusting or spraying at weekly 
intervals with some copper spray 
such as bordeaux, Copocil, Supro 
K. or Cuprocide 54 Y. 
QUESTION: We have the type 
of hedge th at has small flowers on 
it sometimes and stands extreme 
freezes in the winter. We w ant to 
trim this hedge down rather short 
for you hardly trim it and not have 
the old bare stalks showing. 
It is

forty day s, and Ninev eh shall be 
o v erthro wn.” 
The p eop le of Ninev eh were ter­ 
ror stricken, believ ing what Jonah 
told them. 
"The king arose from 
his throne, and he laid his robe 
from him, and cov ered him with 
sackcloth, and sat in ashes.”

Beware Tennis Elbow 


• T E N N IS IS ONE of the least 
dangerous sports, although I be­ 
lieve, curiously enough, it ranks 
ahead of skiing in num ber and 
seriousness of injuries sustained. 
I don’t understand this about ski­ 
ing because I have seen about a 
zillion skiers take off in the movies 
and I don’t see how skiing can be 
the safest of all sports but th at is 
w hat the statisticians say. 
Tennis, however, takes its toll in 
the way of sprains, sometimes 
broken bones and at least one occu­ 
pational hazard. 


‘‘Tennis Elbow’* 


The occupational hazard of ten­ 
nis players is “tennis elbow.” Ten­ 
nis elbow is a pain on the outside 
of the arm , ju st above the elbow. 
A Boston surgeon has described 
this condition in his own person. 
U nderneath the spot th a t hurts, 
you can feel a small outgrow th of

bone. The Boston doctor thought 
th at he had chipped this off but 
the X-ray showed th a t it was per­ 
fectly normal. 
The worst thing to do is to try 
to buck it and go on playing tennis. 
It is really due to an inflammation 
of a small bursa underneath one 
of the muscles in the forearm , 
which rides over the elbow joint. 
Sometimes the bursa has to be re­ 
moved surgically. H eat and rest 
and strapping with adhesive plas­ 
ter, and sometimes even putting 
on a plaster cast, is necessary. 


Be Sure It’s Sprain 


Sprains in playing tennis are 
common enough. Sprains should 
not be treated too seriously if they 
are really sprains. In other words, 
the first thing to do with a sprain 
is to be sure th a t it is a sprain and 
not a fractured bone. 
This, of 
course, can be decided by the 
X-ray, so an X -ray picture is the 
first treatm ent of sprain. A sprain 
is only a torn or stretched liga­ 
ment. 
Tennis had something to do with 
our modern treatm ent of sprains 
because some years ago an Eng­ 


lish doctor found th a t his young 
patients who disobeyed his orders 
and went on playing tennis got 
well of their sprains fa ste r than 
those who were kept in bed for six 
weeks, so the general idea now is 
to rest a sprain for a day or two, 
strap it firmly with adhesive tape 
and encourage motion and action.

an electric rolling-pin, to roll 
away fat, injurious?” 
Answer—It is neither in ju ri­ 
ous nor helpful. E xternal massage 
does not reduce fat.

Answer—A quart of chocolate 
milk is simply getting so much 
energy and nutritious food so it 
is in no way harm ful except in the 
case of overweight.

“ pilonidal cyst.” The evolutionist 
finds evidence from the existence 
of these little structures to sup­ 
port his theory.

There are 
usually only three or four hairs, 
but these are embedded in a sort of 
cyst or sac a t the base of the spine, 
the removal of which requires 
considerable skill.
